SOMEONE BETTER BE LOOKING 
AFTER THE TEXT BOOKS. 

Just the other day a friend who is an instructor in a public 
high school told of hearing an agricultural instructor in an adja- 
cent class room telling his students “all” about cattle. He describ- 
ed minutely the dairy breeds, referred to the beef breeds and paused 
sufficiently to add this sentence about Aberdeen-Angus cattle: 
“They are the wildest breed of cattle.” Nice thing for an instruct- 
or to be handing out to a class of prospective cattlemen. Men with 
such an abundance of intimate knowledge of the breed should be 
retired on a pension and it might be profitable to the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed if the American Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Associa- 
tion would establish a pension fund for the purpose of financing 
such a project. If this gentleman knows his cattle he would never 
make such a statement, for, as a matter of fact they are the most 
quiet and docile of all breeds when treated with kindness. Just 
the other day a couple of friends accompanied us to a farm and 
we together walked all about through a group of five or six car- 
loads of Aberdeen-Angus cows and heifers that had just been un- 
loaded from a train. After we had patted several of the cows on 
the head and moved about among them for about an hour one of 
the visitors said, “I don’t see where they get the idea that Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are wild,” as a matter of fact he said, “I have 
visited many herds of cattle during the last few weeks and this is 
the most quiet herd of them all, of course,” he said “this is the 
only Aberdeen-Angus herd I have visited.” It seems to be quite 
generally broadcast by someone that these black cattle are wild. A 
rank untruth and an injustice to the breed.

Thi 
attitude is not fair. It is not fair to us as individual breeders, | 
is not fair to those who go ahead and do things. It is not fair 
the breed itself. We have the cattle that are capable of going oy 
and bringing home the purple ribbons in open breed competition 
a fact that has been demonstrated to the entire satisfaction of ql 
the cowmen of the world. We have a set of men and boys growing 
up who are willing to fit and show these cattle and thus give then 
all the publicity that can be secured through showing. As a mat- 
ter of fact these are the men and boys to whom we owe our bree(- 
ing business today. 

We believe in our breed heart and soul. Such thrusts as giy. 
en in the foregoing paragraphs are cruel—perhaps they are. Mor 
seriously they are not, for they are given today to stir within us 
fire that will bring us, everyone of us, into immediate action. Fel- 
low breeders, there is no time to waste. Today is the time to strike 
for it is most assuredly the opportune time to promote our breed. 
Men everywhere realize the shortage of beef and there is a mov 
on foot to increase the production. New beef herds are being 
started all over this country—nearly nine hundred new men t- 
corded Aberdeen-Angus cattle during the year 1930. More than 
that number can be added during 1931 if we will spur ourselves in- 
to action. There are hundreds of men owning Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cows that they are planning to send to market simply be 
cause they “don’t believe in advertising” and yet these same breet- 
ers read the papers and buy nine times out of ten popular adver. 
tised articles of food, apparel, and equipment. 

It is just as reasonable to believe that Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
can be popularized in the same manner if every breeder will do his 
share toward “telling the world” about his cattle and the achieve 
ments of the breed as a whole. Advertising makes popular the 
things you buy today. Likewise advertising will make possible a 
new popularity for our breed. 

Cooperation between breeder and publisher is essential and 
necessary to accomplish the desired end. So, let’s get together 
and see what we can do. Let each breeder who would like to se 
our breed go over the top in fine shape send along the copy fora 
small advertisement to be run in each issue of the breed paper for 
the year 1931. Include advertising in your budget. Then send 
along to this office the name and address of every man in youl 
community who is at all interested in good beef cattle. We will do 
the rest. We will see that these men get sample copies of the 
Breed paper so they may have an opportunity to see what is going 
on in breed circles. Better still send along a year’s subscription 
for these men. A year will be sufficient to prove to any opel 
minded man that Aberdeen-Angus cattle are the farmers friend,

A 
lot of them got off at one of the outlying sta- 
tions of Perth and I then asked the remaining 
ones where they all came from. I learned then 
that they were factory girls who went out each 
morning from Perth to the mill or factory and 
returned each evening. They were all red 
cheeked, healthy and happy and I was under 
the impression before | was told otherwise 
that they were college girls who must be at- 
tending some college or school out at this town 
we passed through. 

On arriving at Perth, I went immediately 
to the Station Hotel and there met again a lot 
of the breeders whom I had met that after- 
noon at the Shorthorn sale. Mr. Watson ask- 
ed me to attend the Shorthorn meeting with 
him, but I could not do it, as I was leaving in 
about an hour to visit Mr. James White at 
Hayston. I bought a ticket for the town of 
Forfar. Before leaving Perth on this train, I 
made inquiries and found out exactly how 
many towns ahead Forfar was. I was afraid 
that I might be carried beyond the town, as 
the Scotch trains do not seem to provide for 
strangers, but everyone is supposed to know 
when he should get off. 

I arrived at Forfar about 9:00 p. m. and 
was met there by Mr. James White. We im- 
mediately left for his home and arrived about 
9:30 o’clock. Mr. White lives in a _ lovely 
Scotch home, situated in what appeared to be 
a valley with higher ground all around. This 
home is about a mile from where the cattle 
are kept. I noted as we drove up to Mr. 
White’s home that we passed a little clump of 
stone houses on the corner. These houses con- 
stituted what we would call a little inland 
town and housed some of the people who work- 
ed on the surrounding farms. 

Mrs. White was there to greet us at the 
door and with her were two friends from For- 
far. Supper was all ready and we sat down 
to a lovely meal. Everyone was interested to 
hear about America and conditions over here, 
and we talked until late that night. I am 
sorry I can’t remember the names of Mr. 
White’s friends who were th@re that evening. 
They were old timers and I learned a lot about 
Scotland from them. I noted that Mr. White 
had the Aberdeen-Angus Journal there, the 
latest copy which I had not seen before. 

Before going to bed that night, we talked 
over our plans for the next day. I wanted to 
visit the herd of Mr. Archie White also, broth- 
er to Mr. James White and if possible I want- 
ed to visit several other herds in that district. 
We arranged to get up early the next morning 
and get started on our trip just as early as 
we could. Greatly to my disappointment how- 
ever, Mr. Archie White was not home and I 
did not have the pleasure of seeing his herd. 
I was supposed to have been there the day 
previous, but I got mixed on my dates and for 
that reason, missed Mr. Archie White’s herd. 
I might say that the two Mr. Whites are noted 
as being two of the greatest Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders in Scotland. They are also noted as 
being two of the finest judges of the breed in 
Scotland.

These cows by Perinthian in 
Mr. White’s herd were extra good and since 
I saw these cows, I am more curious than 
ever to visit the herd of Dr. Huggins in 
Tennessee and see his calves there. 

The dry cows at Mr. White’s farm were 
running loose in a court. The cows that 
had calves were tied up in the barn and 
their little calves were nearby to be suckled 
at regular intervals. The calves were an 
extra good lot and the whole cow herd was 
outstanding, all of good scale. I must ad- 
mit now that I could hardly wait until it 
was time to see Mr. White’s chief herd bull, 
about which I had heard so much. This is 

“General of Ballindalloch” a son of Jorum. A 
picture of this bull appeared in the Aberdeen- 
Angus Journal last summer and I say now 
that he is one of the best Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls I have seen anywhere. He is not big, 
probably around 1800, but is very thick, short 
legged and smooth and full of quality and a 
real bull in every detail. I would expect him 
to make one of the greatest sires in Scotland 
today. It is interesting to note that Mr. White 
purchased this bull as a young calf at the Ab- 
erdeen sale for around $150. I expect Mr. 
White could sell him today for at least $10,000. 
His first calves are on the farm now and it 
will be interesting to follow them next year. 
General of Ballindalloch is by Jorum of Ballin- 
dalloch and is out of one of the famous Ballin- 
dalloch Georgina cows. I was thrilled to note 
on checking it up that we imported a full sis- 
ter to this bull last year from Ballindalloch 
and she is one of the best heifers we have in 
our herd. 

We stayed and looked at General of Bal- 
lindalloch for at least half an hour. He was 
running in a small field and I was so impress- 
ed with him I hated to leave. He is a great 
bull and will be a great sire in my judgment. 

After leaving this bull, we saw Mr. 
White’s yearling heifers. They were a beau- 
tiful lot in wonderfully good condition; uni- 
formally good throughout. 

We went back and took another look at 
some of the breeding cows and then went to 
the house with Mr. White and his son to see 
some of the pictures and trophies that they 
have. Mr. White’s son, James White, Junior, 
is a real cattle man. He judged at the Aber- 
deen show this year and is generally rated as 
one of the real Aberdeen-Angus cattle breed- 
ers of Scotland. I would judge that he is about 
the same age as Jack Sinclair and Mr. Mc- 
Pherson of Mulben. It speaks well for the fu- 
ture of the breed in Scotland when young men 
of this calibre are there to take their father’s 
places. 

About nine o’clock we left Mr. White’s 
farm to drive to “The Burn.” Mr. White had 
kindly arranged to spend the day with me and 
take me around to the different herds I was 
anxious to see. On the way to “The Burn,” 
we stopped at Mr. White’s brother-in-law, 
Mr. Arnot of Mains of Edzell. We arrived 
there about 10:30 in the morning after a beau- 
tiful drive through the Scotch country side. 
Mr. Arnot was ready to leave for the regular 
market day, but took time to show us around 
and entertain us. We saw there three hundred 
cattle on feed, mostly tied up in the barns. Mr. 
Arnot’s pure bred herd was sold a year ago 
on account of Mr. Arnot’s indifferent health. 
We had a great time however, visiting and 
talking. It was from Mr. Arnot that my fath- 
er in 1910 purchased Violet the 3rd of Con- 
gash, champion of England and Seotland in 
her day and later champion of Canada and 
senior champion at Chicago. [To be continued

Another Correction. 

In reporting the carlot show at the recent 
International the Journal made another mis- 
take, perhaps several of them.
